When  the  Rev.  iir  Talm»«*  remarke-l 
last  Sunday  that  “  Spirtiialism  was  an  uu- 
tdean,  adultemus  ami  ahominahle  doc¬ 
trine,  and  the  sooner  It  go«*s  down  to  the 
hell  fr.'ip/whlch  It  came  up,  the  i»etter 
for  earth  and  heaven,  ”  did  he  forget  iilm- 
eolf.  or  did  he  really  mean  to  consign  his 
chief  henchman  and  deacon,  I>r.  Harrison 
Tucker  to  the  fires  of  Slieol  '■  Did  he  in¬ 
clude  all  the  members  of  |ii.s  dufrch  and 
congregHlioD  who  believe  in  the  practi 
cal  immortality  of  -the  soul?  And  just 
here  I  am  reminded  of  a  story  Oil  one 
occasion  the  Rev.  Henry  Ward  Beecher 
was  approached  by  a  mo- her  whose 
daughter,  a  most  intelligent  young  woman, 
and  a  member  of  Plymouth  Church,  had 
become  interested  in  the  subject  of  spirit¬ 
ualism.  “You  must  labor  with  her,  Mr. 

/  Beecher.  "  said  the  lady,  “and  If  you  find 

her  obstinate,  threaten  to  excommuni¬ 
cate  her.”  “That,  madam,  would  be 
something  of  a  joke,  *’  said  the  ministei 
witli  a  twinkle  of  the  eye,  “  because 'if 
folks  with  spiritualistic  tendencies  were 
ui  lie  cut  oir  r* uui  riy  mouth  t  tiu*«K,  7 
shouldn't  have  a  corporal's  guard  tti 
preach  to.  ”  Now  this  is  the  same  with, 
the  Tabernacle  people.  I  know  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  church  who  go  to  hear  Mr, 
Talmage  in  the  morning,  and  hold  seances 
at  their  own  or  their  if  lends'  houses  in 
the  evening.  Many  mediums  are  well 
supported  by  the  Tulmage  people.  Th 
pastor  may  not  be  aware  of  tide  partic¬ 
ular  state  of  things,  but  he  does  know 
that  Pr.  H.  A.  Tucker  is  a  clairvoyant, 
and  a  trance  medium,  and  I  believe  I  am 
correctly  informed  that  this  exceedingly 
wealthy  man,  made  so  by  tide  trance  traf¬ 
fic—  has  proscribed  and  still  continues  to 
prear-ribn  for  t.hi»  T»lm»(ii*  family.  Nov 
If  thin  man  belong**  in  bell,  why  la  ho  al 
lowed  to  have  the  bent  seat  in  the  Taber 
nacle,  and  manage  the  most  important 
affairs  of  the  church?  Now  I  maintain 
that  in  these  utterances  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Talmage  there  is  neither  consistency, 
charity,  religion,  dignity  or  decency  If 
he  had  been  satisfied  with  warning  his 
people  of  the  great  danger  to  health— and 
there  is  none  greater — from  promiscuous 
seances  and  the  consequent  excitement  of 
the  nerves,  he  would  have  performed  a 
true  pastoral  .duty.  But  this  wholesale 
condemnation  is  as  illogical  as  it  is  un- 
genllemanly  and  untrye.  The  charge  that 
Spiritualism  is  the  first  stage  of  catalcjisy 
or  epilepsy  Is  groundless.  Figures— 
and  they  are  the  stubbornest  facts  on  rec¬ 
ord — show  that  in  r*s  asylums  having. 
‘23,323  patients,  the  number  insane  from 
religious  excitement  was  412,  from  Spirit- 
tualistn  fi'j.  I  am  informed  that  the  great 
Methodist  revival  now  going  on  in  New 
York,  under  the  ministration  of  Harrison, 

)  "  the  boy  preacher,  ”  is  leaping  a^erop  of 

lunatics  all eady.  Mr.  Talinnge  is  per¬ 

fectly  willing  to  help  this  woi  k  along,  to 
put  au  extra  tension  upon  these  scream¬ 
ing,  htriwling,  dancing  creator***,  every- 
'nerve stretched  to  the  utmost  limit,  some 
of  the  ‘I  convicted  ’  failing  to  the  II  >or  in 
iIimuI  faints  or  trances.  A  seance  conduct-; 
ed  in  this  fashion  would  be  intcr.eied 
with  by  the  police — and 'justly  so.  I  at¬ 
tended  one  of  these  meetings  the  other 
evening,  and  it  did  not  seem  credible 
that  such  things  could  go  on,  even  Hi  a 
semi-civilized  community.  One  hysteii- 
cal  woman  was  surrounded  by  a  lot  oft 
the  elders,  some  singing  and  clapping' 
their  hands,  others  groaning  and  praying 
—chief  among  them  Stephen  B.  Meiritt — 
General  Grant's  dissatisfied  undertaker, 
while  the  hoy  preacher  rubbed  bis  hands 
anil  groaned  and  shouted  In  alternation. 
There  in  need  enough  on  this  subject  of 
Spiritualism,  ami  Mr.  Talmage  might 
have  dope  some  good  if  h  had  shown  the 
proper  spirit.
